LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

PRIVATE BILLS. 

VLL APPLICATIONS FOR PRIVATE RII3LS 
proporly the subject of legislation by tho Legis- 
lative Assembly of British Columbia, within the pur- 
viow of the "British North American Act, 1S07," wheth- 
er for the erection of a Bridge, tho making of a Rail-' 
road, Turnpike Road, or Toltnrraph Line; tho con- 
struction or improvement of a Harbour, Canal, Lock, 
Dam or Slide, or other like work; the granting of a 
right of Ferry; the incorporation of any particular 
trails or calling, or of any Joint Stock Company; or 
otherwise for granting to any individual or individuals 
anv exclusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, 
or'for doing any matter or thing which in its opera- 
tion would affect tho rights or property of other par- 
ties, or relate to any particular class of thu community; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to any 
former Act— shall require a Notice, clearly and dis- 
tinctly specifying the nature and object of the appli- 
cation to be published as follown:^=>- 

A notice inserted in the IJuitihii COLUMBIA Gazkt™ 
and in ono newspaper published in tho District affec- 
ted, or if thero bo no newspaper published therein, 
then in a newspaper in tho noxt nearest District in 
which a newspaper is published. 
Such notice shall be continued In each case for a 
iriod of at least bIx weeks, during tho Interval of 
timo between tho close of tho next preceding Session 
and the consideration of tho Petition. 

Before any petition, praying for leave to bring In a 
Private Bill* for the erection of a Toll Bridge is presen- 
ted to the House, the person or persons Intending to 
petition for such a Bill shall, upon giving tho notico 
prescribed by tho preceding rule, also at the same timo 
and In the same manner, give notico of the rates which 
they intend to aBk, the extent of tho privllogc, the 
height of tho arches, tho interval between tho abut- 
ments or piers for tho passage of rafts and vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to erect a draw- 
bridge or not, and the dimensions of tho Bame.

ANOTHER TUTOONSTITUTIOITAL 
BZLZh 

At the outset -\ve promised to give 
the now Ministry a fair trial ; to oiler 
them no factious opposition; to 
judge them by their measures. Espe- 
cially did we pledge ourselves not to 
follow' the evil example of a contempo- 
raneous print and resort to falso report- 
ing and indecent personalities where 
argument failed us. We claim to have 
adhered to and fulfilled those pledges 
to the letter. The personnel of the 
Ministry has not been questioned, and 
no obstacle has been thrown in the way 
of the general policy of the Govern- 
ment. We think, therefore, that we 
may now fairly claim tho right to ques- 
tion measures of the Government 
which, if passed, would prove prejudi- 
cial to tho public weal, or measures 
which are unconstitutional, or which 
have been introduced for the purpose 
of acquiring a little* cheap popularity 
with any class of tho community. 

Foremost amongst the measures that 
are plainly unconstitutional may be 
ranked the proposed tax on insurance 
companies. Such a tax (supposing it 
constitutional) if it wore to fall on the 
insurance companies alone would bo 
hailed with satisfaction. British and 
foreign insurance companies represent- 
ed hero are under-taxed now; many 
thousands of dollars are paid by British 
Columbians ill premiums which are 
sent to England and elsewhere to en- 
rich shareholders who have not contri- 
buted a single dime towards the build- 
ing up of tho Province, tho only satis- 
faction afforded being the sense of ab- 
solute security which the insurer ex- 
periences when taking out a policy. A 
tax on insuranceoompanieswould, then, 
be both just and equitable if it were to 
be paid by the insurance companies in- 
stead of by policy-holders. The Bill 
before the House proposes to place a 
tax on the latter class, who already pay 
a tax of one-eighth of one percent, for 
Municipal purposes. Why resident 
insurers should be singled out for taxa- 
tion while it is proposed to let absentee 
insurance shareholders off with a tax of 
$100 per annum, is as great a problem 
as the proposition contained in the Chi- 
nese Tax Bill to compel white men to 
pay a head-tax of $G0 per annum where 
Chinamen fail to do so. Of course we 
deal only with the object tho Govern- 
ment had in view in introducing the 
Bill. There would not bo the slightest 
profit to bo derived by a discussion of 
the measure itself, it being entirely be- 
yond the province of the House to deal 
with insurance companies. A recent 
decision of the Judical Committee of 
. tho Privy Council lays it down that tho 
power to deal with such matters is Do- 
minional and not Provincial. But, the 
reader will urge, the Bill has been in- 
troduced by tho Attorney-General, the 
law-adviser of the Crown. How does 
it happen that he is so ill-informed on 
a plain question of law with a prece- 
dent so recent as the Quebec case at 
his elbow 1 In tho words of Lord Dun- 
dreary, that's one of tho things no 
foliar can understand. It is enough for 
us, in the interest of the country and 
(may wo not add 1) in the interest of 
the Government, to point out that 
the measure is unconstitutional — -that 
the House has no power to deal with 
tho matter, and that if tho Bill should 
pass it will be disallowed at Ottawa. 
The Attorney-General is phid at the 
rate of $3,000 to know this and kin- 
dred matters connected with his impor- 
tant office, and we hope he will not de- 
cline to receive this information in the 
spirit in which it is offered. Wo are 
actuated by a desire to preserve the 
chief law officer of the Government 
from the mortification of being set right 
in his law by the Deputy Id mister of 
Justice at Ottawa. The Bill should be 
withdrawn before the lamentable want 
of knowledge it gives evidence of shall 
become too public. 

THE DEBATE ON THE CHINESE 
BILL. 

It is but fair to the leader of the 
Government to say that he showed 
plainly enough during Monday's debate 
on the Chinese Bill that he was heartily 
ashamed of his own measure — and well 
he might be, for the Opposition mem- 
bers, reinforced by the member for 
Comox, did not spare him or it. Mr. 
Smithe opened fire, 'and while fully ad- 
mitting the necessity for some action 
being taken to deal with the evil of 
Chinese immigration, • ho characterised 
tho measure before the House as a 
fraud and a makebelievo, expected by 
its authors to be strangled at Ottawa. 
'Ho called it a clumsy attempt at clap- 
trap and buncombe unworthy of the 
Houro and of the Government. He 
pointed out the ruinous effect it might 
have upon tho infant manufactures, 
the fishery and other industries of the 
Province and said if the Government 
had properly considered this question 
and had approached it with caution 
and moderation they would havo de- 
served the thanks of the country ; but 
the reckless, bull-at-a-gate stylo of 
treating the important subject evinced 
either a deplorable lack of statesman- 
like qualities or a barefaced attempt to 
mako a burlesque of tho whole matter 
and palm it off upon their constituents 
as a redemption of their election pledges.^ 
Messrs. Maka and Vernon followed in 
the same strain, strongly objecting to 
athe farcical measure and making the 
Attorney-General wince under the well 
pointed ridicule of their remarks. Dr. 
Ami fittingly finished tho attack by a 
burst of honest, hearty indignation, re-' 
marking that the measure was a dis- 
grace to tho Government, and would, 
if passed, injure the country in the eyes 
of England when the strong measure in 
connection with the Bail way, alluded 
to in tho Governor's speech, came to be 
considered. The leader of the Govern- 



ment was perhaps an object for com- 
miseration when he rose to reply, and 
almost pitifully appealed for help. He 
said the leader of the Opposition had 
promised for his party that they would 
assist the Government to pass their 
measures, and if ever -ho required as- 
sistance it was on an occasion like this, 
when an important matter was to be 
dealt with and when the whole House 
might, with advantage, render aid to 
make a perfect measure. Tho Bill 
comes up for second reading on Thurs- 
day, when another interesting debate 
may be expected. 

ITtJNIOIPAL PO^HS] ENLARGED. 



By virtue of a Bill introduced by 
Hon. Mr. BfJaven we find that it is 
proposed to vest the appointment of tho 
polico magistrate and police force in 
Municipal Councils instead of in the 
Governor in Council, the latter, how- 
over, having the power to allow or dis- 
allowtho appointment of the Magistrate. 
Should tho Mayor or "Warden of a 
Municipality be appointed Magistrate 
the Bill empowers him to act. It seems 
to us that the present is rather an un- 
fortunate time for tho enlargement of 
tho powers of the Municipality of Vic- 
toria. The Councillors havo held three 
sittings, at each of which a deadlock 
has occurred over the important question 
of who shall bo Water Commissioner? 
Suppose thoy were to bang over tho ap- 
pointment of a police magistrate, or 
even that of a policeman !

QUEENSLAND. 

Anno Quadragesimo piumo Victori.e 
Begin.*:. 

A Bill to amend "Tho Goldfields' Act, 
1S74," so far as relates to. tho Asiatic 
and African aliens and in other 
respects. 

Whereas, great expense is incurred 
in maintaining order on tho goldfields 
in consequence of the presence of large 
numbers of Asiatic aliens thereon, 
and it is desirable to discourage 
the immigration of such aliens, and 
their employment in gold mining, and 
for that purpose to amend "The Gold- 
fields Act, 1874," so far as the same 
relates to tho issue of miner's rights 
and business licenses to Asiatic and 
African aliens, and ill other respects. 
Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's 
Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
tho advice and consent of tho Legisla- 
tive Council and Legislative Assembly 
of Queensland in Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the samo, as 
follows :— 

"1. The sum payable by an Asiatic 
or African alien for a miner's right 
shall be three pounds, and for a busi- 
ness license shall be ten pounds, for each 
year, during which tho samo is to be in 
force, instead of ten shillings and four 
pounds respectively, as by the said re- 
cited act is provided. 

"And no miner's right or business 
licence shall hereafter be issued to any 
such alien except on payment of such 
sums as aforesaid respectively. ' 

" 2. Any person who shall be found 
mining or carrying on business on any 
goldfield not having in his possession a 
miner's right or business licence law- 
fully issued to him, 

"And any person who shall upon 
any goldfield employ in mining any 
person who has not in his possession a 
miner's right lawfully issued to him, 

"Shall on conviction thereof forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding five 
pounds, and in default of immediate 
payment the amount of such penalty 
shall bo levied by distress and sale of 
the goods and chattels of the offender, 
and in default of such distress, or if 
sufficient distress be not found, the of- 
fender shall bo liable to be imprisoned, 
with or without hard labor, for any 
period not exceeding three months. 

" 3. In any prosecution for any of- 
fence against the provisions of this Act 
the averment in the information that 
any person named therein had not in 
his possession at the time of the al- 
leged offence a miner's right or business 
license lawfully issued to him shall be 
sufficient proof that such person had 
not such miner's right or business li- 
cense, unless the defendant shall prove 
the contrary. 

"4. Any information for any offence 
against this Act may be heard and de- 
termined by any Warden or any two 
Justices of the Peace, and any such 
Warden or Justices may hear and de- 
termine the same in a summary man- 
ner at any place where an offender shall 
be found within tho limits of any gold- 
field. 

"5. This Act shall be styled and 
may bo cited as "The Goldfield's Act 
Amendment Act of 1877." "

HOT ¥0SS IN BOSNIA. 

EUROPE. 

Vienna, August o. — The Austrian 
troops are meeting with armed resist- 
ance in the occupation of Bosnia. 

Constantinople, August 5. — The 
Bussians summoned the Bhodoph insur- 
gents to evacuate the territory now oc- 
cupied by them belonging to Eastern 
Boumalia within ten days or the Bus- 
sian forces will attack them. 

Madrid, August 5. — Queen Chris- 
tiana, widow of Ferdinand the Seventh 
and grandmother of Alfonso, present 
king of Spain, is dangerously ill. 

London, August 5. — It is reported 
at Vienna that the insurrection at 
Moatar Herzegovinia is fomented by 
Montenegrins and will bo likely to lead 
to serious complications with Austria. 
It is said that tho state of affairs at 
Mostar is worse than at Nerapoo, tl 
capital of Bosnia; that the governor 
and mufti of Mostar havo been assassi- 
nated and tho whole population are in 
arms. 

London, August 6. — In the great in 
ternational pigeon shooting match to- 
day between Capt. Bogardus and IIu 
bey Boventrv, Bogardus won by one 
bird. 

Vienna, August G. — -The Abend Post 
(official) publishes the following details 
of the Austrian occupation of the 
Turkish provinces. Tho main column 
advanced into the valley of Bosnia af- 
ter overcoming great difficulties, gain- 
ing by tact the good will of the inhabi 
tants. Property owners were espec- 
ially friendly. Captain Milikovio 
was sent from Dubend, Aug. 1st, with 
a squadron of hussars to reconnoitre the 
valley of tho Bosnia. He was, seem- 
ingly, received everywdiere with joy. 
Hearing that an insurrection was boing 
organized at Schesbecho on tho river 
Bosnia the captain proceeded thither 
and was received at the entrance of 
the town with a volley of musketry. 
The hussar s. formed for action, but per- 
ceiving it was impossiblo to force an 
entrance to tho town, marched back to 
Maglia. There tho inhabitants, pre 
viously friendly, opened a heavy cross 
fire upon the hussars, who were obliged 
to pass at a rapid pace through a de- 
file occupied by Bosnians, and in doing 
so two hussars were shot. Tho remainder 
reachod tho Austrian outposts. In 
Herzegovinia the Austrians advanced 
yesterday towards Mostar. They fought 
a short engagement near Citlak with 
500 insurgents and killed several of 
them and made some prisoners. Four 
Austrians were wounded.

EUBOPE. 
Berlin, Aug. 3. — This morning's ap 
proximate estimate of the result of 
elections for members of parliament is 
as follows: Tho two Conservative fac 
tions, which were 162 strong in the old 
house, (127 National Liberals and 35 
Advanced Liberals), have been reduced 
to 132, — 107 National and 25 Advanc- 
ed Liberals. Ultramontanes, with their 
Guelph allies, retain their old figures, 
numbering about 98. The remaining 
GO members are Poles, Danes, Alsa- 
tians, Socialists and a few Independ- 
ents. 

Bucharest, Aug. 3. — Bussian troops 
are returning to Bussia at the rate of 
5,000 daily. The Boumanian army is 
expected to make a triumphal entry 
into Bucharest, accompanied by Bul- 
garian trophies. 

London, Aug. 3. — The division list 
on Lord Hartington's resolution in the 
house of commons last night, just pub- 
lished, shows that seven Liberals voted 
against the resolution, including Boe- 
buck, Joseph Cowen, member for Now- 
castle-on-Tyne, and Sir Nathaniel 
Mayer de Rothschild. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 8. — The Bank 
of California this morning received a 
dispatch from Carlsbad, Germany, that 
Michael Beese, millionaire, died at that 
place yeHterday. Ho leaves an estate 
approximated at §10,000,000, and with 
the exception of Senator Sharon |s the 
largest real estate owner in the city. 
Some years ago he made a will leaving 
the great bulk of his estate to benevo- 
lent institutions.

Tuesday, August G. 
Stahlschmidt & Ward vs. J. McKinnoy, 
master of tho bark Rivor Clyde— This was 
an action brought to recover §92.20 dam- 
ages for non-delivery of 7,049 lbs. of pig 
iron. 

Tho plaintiffs produced in court a bill 
of lading representing twenty tons of pig 
iron shipped in Liverpool. It was signed 
by tho master, but contained tho follow- 
ing words: "Woight and contonts un- 
known." In reply tho defendant, testified 
to superintending the loading of the pig 
iron and had it stowed in a particular 
place, separated from other iron by a 
division of wood across tho ship two and 
a-half or three feet in width. Tho iron 
was not weighed because they took it to bo 
what tho shippors stated, namely, twenty 
tons, and that was the reason ho had in- 
serted tho words, "weight and contents un- 
known." 

After a careful perusal of tho ovidenco, 
and tho casos cited by counsol, His Honor 
said ho was of opinion that by inserting in 
writing on tho bill of lading, boforo sign- 
ing it, "weight unknown," and by subse- 
quently delivering at Victoria tho quantity 
of iron actually shipped at Liverpool, tho 
master had complied with the provisions 
of 18 and 19 Victoria, Chap. HI. , 5, 3, 
and had shown that tho misrepresentation 
of weight in tho bill of lading was not by 
any default on hia part. Ono of tlie cases 
cited appeared at first to support tho 
plaintiffs caso, viz. , Bradley vs. Dunipaco, 
where the mastor had to mako good tho 
woight shown by tho bill of lading, but 
that was because ho delivered 8-lb. bags 
instead of 12 lb. bags. In Jcssol rs. Bath 
Martin B says : Signing for tho amount 
with thiB qualification, "weight, contonts 
and value unknown" moroly means to say 
that tho weight is represented to him to bo 
so much, but thu* ho himself has no 
knowledgo of tho matter. 

His Honor therefore gave judgment in 
favor of tho defendant, costs to follow tho 
event.

Editor Colonist : — 1 have read 
with mucli interest your remarks on 
the proposed Act relating to insurance 
companies and insurers, and there is 
no doubt whatever that your views are 
correct. 

Without taking into consideration 
the fact that the proposed Act is in it- 
self unconstitutional, tho Government 
have shown much inconsistency in this 
matter, having, as I understand, pledg- 
ed themselves to abolish dual taxation, 
and at the same time have introduced a 
measure imposing an annual tax of one 
hundred dollars on insurance companies 
and a rate of one-tenth of one per cent., 
which would virtually fall on assurers. 

Now, as I understand, it 4 the British 
insurance offices represented here have 
always beep ready to bear their share 
of taxation in common with other com- 
panies and individuals, and I have 
heard it asserted, "oh, the insurance 
companies make lots of money, there- 
fore tax them." 

Now, it would .be scarcely fair to 
single put any particular firm or cor- 
poration for an inequitable share of 
taxation. It may bo the case that the 
insurance companies have been to some 
extent successful ; but they each con- 
tribute three hundred dollars per an- 
num to the city revenue, and, moreover, 
aro at any moment liable for losses 
which could not be made up in 
premiums for many years. It may not 
be generally known that tho British 
offices represented in tho city havo risks 
amounting to nearly three millions of 
dollars. 

Then, with regardto the tax of one- 
tenth of ono per cent., assurors already 
pay a tax of one-tenth of one por cent, 
to tho corporation, which is far from 
equitable. The merchant when he in- 
sures his merchandise must pay this 
tax ; but if ho does not insure the tax 
is not claimed. So it is with house- 
hold goods and other private property. 

Surely, then, a measure imposing ad- 
ditional burdens of this kind VfiH never 
be allowed tq pass, At any rate the 
Bill has only to be submitted to the 
authorities at Ottawa to be pronounced 
unconstitutional. Merchant,

EEDTJOINO GOLD ORE. 

Billions of Dollars, it is Said, Oan bo 
Saved hy a Now Procoss. 



[From tho New York Times.) 

Experiments were tried at 2'2 Goerck 
street yesterday in reducing gold ore. 
Tho saving applies to gold and silver 
ores not hitherto capable of being 
worked by reverberatory furnaces, the 
method in use in the great mining re- 
gions of the West. Tho ore, after it is 
crushed to powder, is roasted in rover- 
boratory furnaces, to drive ofT the sul- 
phur with which the gold is connected, 
and from which it is with the greatest 
difficulty separated. To" liberate sulphur 
from gold ore is the problem which tho 
miner, tho chemist and tho assayer have 
endeavoured to solve sinco 1849, and 
the nearest approach to the solution has 
been tho reverberatory furnace. The 
proprietors of these furnaces in Color- 
ado, Nevada, and Arizona have charged 
tho miner $30 a ton to melt his ores, be- 
causo the cost of tho reduction amount- 
ed to at least from §23 to 825 a ton. 
The natural result is that all sulphur- 
etted ores that do not assay $30 to the 
ton are left untouched. When it is 
remembered that there is just about ton 
times a3 much sulphuretted or lean ore 
as of fat ore in tho gold regions, it is 
scon- that, when a process can be obtain- 
ed by. which it will pay to handle the 
hitherto unremunerative ores, then 
billions of dollars can be* saved. Such 
a process, it is asserted, has been invent- 
ed, and a ton of ore which formerly 
would not bo looked at will pay the 
miner $10, and also the smelting works 
$10, leaving $10 for the cost of reducing, 
tho cost of reducing by tho old process 
being $30. 

For experimenting a furnace has been 
built at 55 Goerck street by the Brew- 
ster Reduction Company, and an ex- 
perienced assayer from Colorado, 
Adolph Behrs, superintended the works. 
The roasting oven is nearly circular, 
twelvo feet in diameter, and has the- ad- 
vantage of working nearly automatical- 
ly. In the ordinary reverberatory roast- 
ing furnaces there aro two and three 
and even five terraced hearths, making 
the machine fifty feet long. The labor 
in tho old furnaces is done by hand, con- 
sisting mostly of rabbling tho powdered 
ore incessantly, an expenditure of groat 
labor and time. The production is 
small, and the completeness of tho roast- 
ing depends on tho efforts of tho work- 
men. The Brewster furnace has a flat, 
circular hearth, consisting of an iron 
shell, filled with fivo inches of lire clay. 
Its circumference underneath i fitted 
with teeth and driven by a gear-wheel, 
giving a rotary motion to the hearth. 
The hearth moves on a number of balls 
underneath. Through the centre of 
this hearth rises the main air pipe, 
through which tho air for the combus- 
tion of the sulphur passes. This air 
tube extends from the blower outside 
through a pipe, and, passing up through 
the centre into four hollow stationary 
arms, six inches in diameter, and cross- 
ing at right angles, it passes into hollow 
teeth underneath tho arms that dis- 
charge the air into the red-hot ore, re- 
volving against them on the circular 
iron plate. The air strikes the glowing 
ore, and heated by its passage through 
the pipes, tho combustion of the sulphur 
in the ore is rapid and complete. The 
ore, which has beon introduced liko 
wheat in a hopper, runs out in the 
same manner. Twenty-five tons of gold 
ores, heavily sulphuretted, from four 
mines in North Carolina, were experi- 
mented -with. They carried from eigh- 
teen to eighty-seven per cent of sul- 
phurets in the crude ore, and after 
going through the furnace for twenty 
minutes, not a sign or smell of sulphur 
could be detected. 

The experiments aro satisfactory to 
thoso having charge of them, and a 
furnace is to bo constructed in Black- 
hawk, Col. An old California miner 
who was present said that tho results 
aro marvellous, but ho desires to see 
tho experiment tried on a larger scale 
before ho can believo in its success.

. A Picture of tho Engrligh Judge. 

[London Week.] 

There are few r positions more enviable 
than that of an English Judge. A 
salary of $25,000 a year, with a pension 
of $15,00t) on. retirement, are pickiugs 
for which a French or German Judge, 
who does much the same *-ork for 
$2500 or $3000 a year, must long with 
all tho strength of Ins judicial mind. 
If the pecuniary position of a J udge is 
good, his social status is oven hotter. 
On circuit he is treated with almost 
royal honors, and on tho bench the out- 
ward deference paid to him by suitors, 
and, above all, by the counsel, is enough 
to turn the head of any but tho most 
humble-minded of human beingSj and 
humble-mindedness is not tho char- 
acteristic of Judges more than of other 
people. The British Judge 1ms many 
virtues. He is not to be bought; his 
honor is above suspicion; his moral 
character is in most cases immaculate. 
He is, except when afllicted with the 
gout or exasperated .by a suitor who 
insists upon conducting his own case, 
uniformly courteous, and ho is dignified 
in tho extreme, sometimes a little over- 
doing tho part, and usually in the in- 
verso proportion to the strength of his 
intellect. 

It is no wonder that a judge often 
has an exaggerated sense of his own im- 
portance. His infallibility is always 
being forced upon him. "if your lord- 
ship pleases," "of course I should not 
presume to argue the point with your 
lordship," aro phrases which continual- 
ly meet his ear. If he makes a joke, 
which he sometimes does, and very weak 
ones too, the bar smile, the jury laugh, 
and tho plaintiff and defendant aro 
openly convulsed with merriment; and 
he goes home to the bosom of his family 
with the pleasing conviction that he is 
both a great wit and the greatest judge 
sinco the days of Solomon. And yet 
he must know from his early experience 
at the bar that, in spito of tho outward 
deference paid to him, no ono is so keen- 
ly criticised as a judge. His official 
life is passed before a professional pub- 
lic, most of whom havo nothing much 
else to do except to criticise, and it is a 
privilege of which they avail themselves 
to the utmost. They pick holes in his 
law, make hay of his statement of fact, 
and very often, especially the younger 
onos, end by pronouncing the particular 
judgment under discussion to be based 
on an entire misconception of the law 
and the evidence. Tho Master of Trin- 
ity, Cambridge, lately remarked at a 
Fellows' meeting, at which some over- 
confident opinions ' wero advanced, 
"Gentlemen, we are none of us infal- 
liable, not even the youngest of us;" 
and it is a sarcasm which many mem- 
bers of the junior bar would do well to 
lay to heart. But when the wished-for 
briof does arrive, tho keenest critic ap- 
pears wonderfully limp as to his logs, 
moiBt as to his hands, and quavery as 
to his voice when he rises to address the 
same judge whoso demeanor, words and 
actions havo been tho subject of his 
contemptuous approval or disapproval 
for the last few years. 



Bogus Cable Dispatoaes. 

[London Special, July 23.] 

The Blue Book is published, contain- 
ing the detailed protocols of the Berlin 
congress and the official report of its 
proceedings. They disclose nothing of 
interest to American readers which we 
have not already given in our regular 
cable dispatches. Careful reading of 
this Bluo Book establishes tho utter 
falsity of pretended details published 
in certain New York journals, and pro- 
fessing to have been received in cable 
dispatches to an opposition association 
or as "specials." Among the frauds thus 
exposed may be mentioned what pur- 
ported to be Prince Bismarck's opening 
speech, Mehemet Ali's protest and 
Count SchouvalofT's speech about selling 
arms to the Chinese. All these were 
purely imaginary. So, also, were the 
reports pretending to give the scones at 
the death bed of Queen Mercedes, the 
massacre of Jews in Russia, the Bis- 
marck dog story and the escape of Vera 
Saussalich. 



Disraoli's Prophocy. 



In his novel, "Tranced," Disraeli has 
one of the characters say of the Eastern 
question: "I could settle the Eastern 
question in a month if I were so dis- 
posed. Tho Eastern question is; 'Who 
shall govern the Mediterranean.' " In 
another novel, "Contarina Fleming," 
written while he was a young man, he 
has his hero say: "I heard my name. 
The hall was now darkened. In the 
distance stood my father. He placed 
his arm affectionately in mine and said 
to me: 'My son, you will be Prime 
Minister of (here come dots in number 
the same as the letters in the word Eng- 
land), and, perhaps, something greater." 
When tho book was published the 
critics agreed that in his hero Disraeli 
had pictured himself. If so the prophecy 
has been fulfilled.
